FIFTY  SQUARE  MILES  ARE  NOW  ENVELOPED 
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Counter-Off ensive  on  Outskirts  of  Hardecourt,  Repulsed  With  Heavy  Losses, 
Ends  in  Precipitate   Rout — Terrain   Now  Occupied   Is  One  of 
Exceptional  Strategic  Importance — Paris  Maintains 
Calm  Amid  Momentous  Happenings^ — — 
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PARIS,  July  2.— The  battle  of  the 
Somme  now  is  in  hill  progress  end 
marks  the  opening  of  the  Franco-Bri- 
tish offensive,  long  expected  as  a  cri- 
tical, if  not  the  decisive  stage  of  the 
war. 

Early  reports  today  show  that  the 
Entente  Allied  forces  are  sweeping 
forward  along  a  25-mile  front.  The 
French  already  have  taken  more  than 
5,000  prisoners,  while  the  Allied  lines 
have  enveloped,  within'  the  last  24, 
hoars,  nine  villages  and  fifty  square 
miles  of  French  territory  held  until 
now  by  the  Germans. 

The  theatre  of  operationi  for  the 
British  forces  runs  between  Gomme- 
court,  north  of  the  River  Ancre,  to  a 
point  just  north  of  the  Somme,  while 
the  French  attacked  on  both  sides  of 
the  Somme  and  southward  toward 
Roye.  Thus  the  Entente  Allies' 
armies  present  a  front  of  25  miles, 
with  the  British  +Jn  'the  left  ToT  If' 
miles  and  the  French  on  the  right  for 
ten. miles.  . 

Terrain  of  Battle    > 

The  region  of  this  supreme  contest 
is  one  favorable  for  military  opera- 
tions. It  virtually  is  all  within  the 
department  01  the  Somme,  which  is  a 
level  plateau  of  chalky  formation.  The 
righting  lines  extend  between  a  great 
number  of  small  villages  which  are 
usually  devoted  to  textile  industries, 
while  the  outlying  agricultural  sec- 
tions are  level  fields,  chiefly  devoted 
to  beet  culture  for  the  extensive  sugar 
production  of  France.  _ 

The  intense  bombardment  of  the 
last  four  days  was  the  signal  for  ah* 
advance  over  these  level  fields,  begin- 
ning at  7:30  o'clock  yesterday  morn- 
ing. The  Entente  artillery  then 
lengthened  its  ranger' so  as  tp  shut  off 
all  communication  between  the  first 
German  line  and  the  German  rear. 
This  made  it  impossible  for  the  Ger- 
mans to  utilize  their  perfect  organiza- 
tion for  the  shifting  of  troops  and  for 
the  bringing  up  of  reinforcements.  It 
is  believed  by  French  military  observ- 
ers that  the  Germans  miscalculated 
the  intentions  of  the  Entente  Allies 
and  expected  the  attacks  further  to 
the  north. 

The  villages  which  the  French  cap- 
tured in  the  first  sap  include  Dom- 
pierre; Becquincourt,  Bussus  and  Fay, 
and  these,  and  the  towns  taken  by  the 
British — Montauban  and  Mametz — 
were  all  found  to  have  been  strongly 
fortified  by  the  Germans. 

The  Entente  Allies,    profiting    by 


their  experience  in  the  war,  quickly 
threw  op  strong  earthworks  around 
the  villages  thus  taken,  in  order  to 
protect  them  against  counter-attacks. 
It  was  not  before  night,  however,  that 
the  Germans  were  able  to  deliver  any 
counter-attack.  This  was  centred 
against  the  French  position  on  the 
outskirts  of  Jrlardecourt,  and  it  was 
repulsed  with  heavy  losses,  ending  in 
a  precipitate  route. 

Throughout  last  night  the  French 
continued  their  drive,  capturing  the 
village  of  Curlu,  of  which  they  already 
had  occupied  the  outskirts,  and  pro- 
gressing south  of  the  Somme  between 
Hardecourt  and  Assevillers.' 

In  addition  to  the  military  successes, 
the  terrain  overrun  by  the  Entente 
Allies  troops,  has  an  exceptional 
strategic  importance.  Four  of  th: 
towns  captured  by  the  French  are 
only  seven  miles  west  of  Peronne,  the 
cHlef  raif  highway  from  the  German 
centre  at  Cologne  to  the  German 
front  in  the  region  of  Noyon  and 
Soissonj.  The  German  headquarters 
is  at  St.  Quentin,  25  miles  southeast 
of  Peronne.  Already  the  French 
threaten  Peronne  with  the  evident  in- 
tention of  cutting  the  trunk  railway 
there,  which  is  an  indispensable  ar- 
tery for  German  military  reinforce- 
ments. 

Artillery  Preparations 

The  speed  of  the  advance  of  the 
Entente  Allied  troops  is  taken  as 
showing  that  the  perfection  of  the  ar- 
tillery preparations  exceeded  any- 
thing yet  done  in  the  destruction  of 
field  works.  Infantrymen  of  the  Al- 
lied Armies  leaped  out  of  the  trenches 
at  the  word  of  command  with  cries  of 
joy,  with  cheers,  and  with  the  singing 
of  the  Marseillaise  and  Tipperary. 

The  concrete  sheltered  machine 
guns  that  had  stopped  the  French  in 
Artois  and  in  the  Champagne  had  all 
been  demolished  here,  and  it  was 
chiefly  man  against  man  with  rifles 
and  bayonets,  at  which  style  of  fight- 
ing the  officers  say  the  French  and 
British  both  showed  superiority,  rush- 
ing over  the,  ground  with  such  rapid- 
ity that  in  an  hour  and  a  half  from 
the  time  the  first  order  was  given  the 
German  first  line  had  been  carried 
over  the  longest  part  of  the  25  miles 
of  front.  ; '  ■ 

Desperate  fighting  continues  around 
Verdun,  and  although  this  field  of  ac- 
tion is  separated  by  nearly  100  miles 
from  the  fighting  in  the  north,  Ver- 
dun   is   considered   part  of  the   vast 


military  plan  now  unfolding. 
Fighting  at  Verdun 

The  French  now  have  taken  the  ag- 
gressive at  Verdun,  today's  report 
showing  an  attack  on  Deadman's  Hill 
with  heavy  German  losses  and  the 
taking  of  prisoners  by  the  French. 
The  French  are  thus  keeping  the  Ger- 
mans fully  occupied  at  Verdun  and 
are  preventing  them  from  sending 
reinforcements  to  relieve  their  weak- 
ened line  in  the  north.  s 

On  .the  other  hand  the  Germans 
pride  themselves  with  being  able  final- 
ly to  take  Verdun,  and  are  concen- 
trating their  chief  effort  in  the  south. 

The  French  public  and  the  press 
are  following  the  great  offensive  with 
intense  interest  but  without  excite- 
ment. Paris  maintains  the  same  calm 
as  it  did  during  the  battle  of  the 
Marne,  and  accustomed  crowds  today 
filled  the  boulevards. 

A  correspondent  at  the  front,  in  de- 
scribing the  capture  of  Dompierre, 
says  the  soldiers  of  one  corps,  taking 
example  from  their  commander,  went 
into  the  battle  covered  with  flowers. 

"That,"  said  a  General,  pointing  to 
a  carnation  in  his  buttonhole,  "will 
fade  yonder  where  the  Germans  are 
now. 

The  correspondent  continues:    . 
Fortress  Stormed 

rTwo  regiments  covered  them- 
selves with  glory  in  the  fight  for 
Dompierre,  which  had  been  trans- 
formed by  the  Germans  into  a  veri- 
table fortress.  In  the  face  of  a  fire 
from  the  machine  guns  that  had  sur- 
vived the  bombardment  intact,  they 
rushed  the  positions  with  such  impet- 
ousity  that  the  gunners  were  captured 
before  they  had  time  to  put  their 
quick-firers  int  action. 

"In  the "  streets  of  the  ruined  vil- 
lage there  was  further  hand-to-hand 
fighting.  Of  the  German  garrison  de- 
fending the  town  no  one  go  away. 
When  it  was  over  140  dead  lay  on  the 
ground.  The  survivors  were  prison- 
ers. 

"The  battle  flag  of  one  regiment, 
riddled  with  bullets,  was  carried  into 
the  village  at  the  head  of  the  first 
company.  » 

"Two  Scotch  regiments  in  the  re- 
gion north  of  the  river  Somme  went 
over  three  lines  of  German  trenches 
without  a  halt,  stopping  only  inside 
the  village  of  Montauban,  where  they 
put  several  hundred  Germans  to  the 
bayonet  and  took  prisoner  the  entire 
staff  of  a  regiment"  /

BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE.  July  1  < delayed). —The  close 
of  the  flrat  day'a  offensive  over  the 
longest  front  the  Entente  Allies  have 
attempted,  and  the  most  extensive,  ac- 
tion of  the  war  for  the  British,  finds 
both  the  Brltlah  and  French  consolida- 
ting their  gains.  South  of  the  Ancre 
River,  whore  the  Infantry  swept  for- 
ward, Curlu  was  captured  by  tho 
French  and  Montauban  and  Mametz 
were  taken  by  the  British  with  almost 
unbroken  success,  though  against'  heavy 
curtains  of  nre  and  delays  due  to  stub- 
born resistance  at  some  polnta  and  par- 
ticularly for  the  British  from  a  Ger- 
man trench  called   Dancing  Alloy. 

Word  came  back  that  the  destruction 
by  artillery  of  the  flrat  lino  trenches 
was  complete,  and  that  one  British  bat- 
talion occupied  It  with  the -toss  of  a 
single   man. 

Tho  Germans  In  their  defenslvg  tac- 
tics In  many  Instances  left  the  first 
Una  trench  lightly  held,'  and  when 
shelled.  It  was  occupied  by  the  British, 
but  the  British  carried  on  the  fight  to 
tho  second  lino. 


Tho  Germans  In  large  force  fought 
fiercely  north  of  the  Ancre.  At  Oom- 
mecourt  and  Beaumont  Hamel  there 
waa  a  terrible  complicated  intensity  of 
action,  with  every  type  Of  destruction 
— libs  Verdun— with  the  Germans  de- 
fender*. 

When  tbo  attack  waa  made  In  the 
morning  tha  mist  In  tho  valley  made 
It  difficult  for  the  Infantry  units  to 
keep  la  touch  with  each  other,  or  tho 
gunners  to  fallow  their  advance,  hut  a 
brilliant  sunshine  continued  throughout 
tha  day  with  clear  air  and  Summer 
heat. 

This  afternoon  at  «  o'clock  the  vil- 
lage of  ThtepVal  waa  still  being  des- 
perately held  by  the  Germans.  Tho 
place  waa  visible  to  the  observer  before 
tbo  Brltlah  opened  another  artillery  at- 
tack, which  soemod  to  ho  churning  It 
to  dost,  making  It  Impossible  for  aay 
human  being  to  servtv* 

The  British  mortars  also  wore  busy, 
tbo  project  Peg  glinting  under  tbo  sun 
aa  hundreds  of  thorn  followed  oaa  an- 
other like  a  Juggler  toaalng  shining 
globe*  Into  tbo  vortex  of  sire. 

So  swift  hi  tbo  ambulance  transport 
that  asms  British  wounded  may  al- 
ready bo  In  I^ondev*. 


Tho  destruction  of  six  German  sau- 
sage-shsped  observation  balloons  by 
British  airmen  early  in  the  week  evi- 
dently was  a  serious  loss,  as  none  has 
been  replaced.  It  was  noticeable  that 
the  Brltlah  aeroplanes  over  the  battle- 
fields greatly  outnumbered  the  Ger- 
man machines. 

Indignation  was  expressed  by  both 
British  and  French  staffs  over  the 
statement  that  a  British  air  raider  over 
Lille  hal  bombed  the  Church  of  Saint 
Savour.  The  statement  -  Is  branded  by 
officials  as  a  He.  Lille.  It  was  pointed 
out,  has  been  within  reach  of  the  Bri- 
tish heavy  guns  for  a  year  without  a 
bombardment.  The  Entente  Allied  ma- 
chines bomb  only  railway  stations  and 
military  points  and  continue  to     do  so. 

North  of  the  Somme,  where  the 
French  and  Brltlah  armies  make  eon- 
tact,  various  points  of  tactical  valus 
'have  been  taken.  The  Allied  struggle 
is  to  extend  the  hold  over  tho  rolling 
plateau  from  three  to  Ave  hundred  feet 
high,  which  stretches  around  Albert. 
At  Frloourt,  Contalmalson  and  Comma- 
court  the  Germans  made  a  desperate 
effort  to  defend  the  high  road  from 
Arras  to  Bapaume  and.  Peronne,  which 
Is  one  of-  the  main  arteries  of  the 
Western  operations. 

The  German  official  report  generally 
confirms  the  success  of  tho  flrat  day's 
British  preparations,  admitting  the 
withdrawal  of  tho  Germans  from  their 
first  lino  trenches  and  the  abandon- 
ment of  heavy  material  therein.

French  Obtain  Footing  in  German  Second  Line  Trenches 

South  of  Somme,  Seizing  Frise  and  Moreaucourt 

Wood — Allied  Casualties  Low  Because  of 

/Efficacious  Artillery  Preparations 


-tONDOff,  July  2.— Frieourtr— a- 
town  three  miles  eaat  of  Albert,  the 
scene  of  deaperate  fighting  between 
the  British  and  Germans  since  the  Al- 
lied offensive  waa  begun  yesterday, 
haa  been  captured  by  the  British,  ac- 
cording to  an  official  statement  issued 
this  evening.         \ 

The  text  of  the  official  announce- 
ment says: 

"Substantial  progress  haa  been  made 
in  the  vicinity  of  Fricourt,  which  wag 
captured  by  us  at  2  p.m.  today. 

"Up  to  noon  today  some  800  more 
prisoners  had  been  taken  in  the  opera- 
tions between  the  Ancre  and  the 
Somme,  bringing  the  toal  up  to  3,500, 
including  those  captured  on  other 
parts  of  the  front  last  night." 

A  further  report  tonight  from  Bri- 
tish general  headquarters  says: 

"Heavy  fighting  has  taken  place  to- 
day in  the  area  between  the  Ancre 
and  the  Somme,  especially  about  Fri- 
court and  La  Boiselle. 

"Fricourt    waa    captured    by   our 
troops  about  2  p.m.  and  remains  in 
our   hands,   and    some    progress    hag 
been  made  eaat  of  the  village. 
War  Material   Captured 

"In  the  neighborhood  of  La  Boiselle 
the  enemy  is  offering  stubborn  resist- 
ance, but  our  troops  are  making  satis- 
factory progress.  A  large  quantity  of 
war  material  haa  fallen  into  our  hands, 
but  details  are  not  available." 

"On  either  aide  of  the  valley  of  the 
Ancre  the  situation  is  unchanged.  The 
general  situation  may  be  regarded  as 
favorable.  Later  Information  of  the 
enemy's  loaaea  shows  that  our  first  es- 
timates were  too  low. 

Yesterday  our  aeroplanes  were  very 
active  in  co-operation  with  our  attack 
north  of  the  Somme  and  afforded  as- 
sistance to  our  operations.  Numerous 
enemy  headquarters  and  railway  cen- 
tres were  attacked  with  bombs. 

Two  Fokkors  Deotroyed 

"In  one  of  these  raids  our  escorting 
aeroplanes  were  attacked  by  twenty 
fokkers,  which  were  driven  off.  Two 
enemy  machines  were  seen  to  crash  to 
earth  and  were  destroyed. 

"Some  long  distance  reconnaissances 
were  carried  out  in  spite  vf  numerous 
attempts  of  enemy  machines  to  frus- 
trate the  enterprises.  Three  of  our 
machines  are  missing.  Our  kite  bal- 
loons were  in  the  air  the  whole  day."

Aerial  Activity 

"Sergeant  Charnal  has  brought 
down  his  fifth  German  aeroplane, 
which  crashed  to  earth  near  Peronne 
on  the  night  of  the  first.  One  of  our 
air  squadrons  dropped  48  shells  on 
the  railroad  and  eight  on  the  station. 
at  Thionville.  Another  squadron 
dropped  S3  bombs  on  the  station  at* 
Brieulles.  Our  aviators  bombed  to- 
day the  railroad  stations  at  Amagne 
and  Luoquy  in  the  Ardennes.  8farty 
bombs  struck  buildings  and  railroads. 
A  train  waa  destroyed. 

"The  Germans  have  dropped  bombs 
of  very  large  sise  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Nancy  and  others  near  Belfort.

PARIS,  July  2.  —  South  of  the 
Somme  the  French  have  forced  their 
way  into  the  second  line  of  the  German 
entrenchments  at  a  number  of  places 
and  have  captured  the  village  of 
Frise  and  the  Moreaucourt  Wood,  ac- 
cording to  an  official  statement  is- 
sued by  the  French  War  Office  to- 
night.

PARIS,  July  2.— The  battle  of  the 
Somme  now  is  in  full  progress  and 
marks  the  opening  of  the  Franco- Bri- 
tish offensive,  long  expected  as  a  cri- 
tical, if  not  the  decisive  stage  of  the 
war. 

Early  reports  today  show  that  the 
Entente  Allied  forces  are  sweeping 
forward  along  a  25-mile  front.  The 
French  already  have  taken  more  than 
5,000  prisoners,  while  the  Allied  lines 
have  enveloped,  within*  the  last  24, 
hours,  nine  villages  and  fifty  square 
miles  of  French  territory  held  until 
now  by  the  Germans. 

The  theatre  of  operations  for  the 
British  forces  runs  between  Gomme- 
court,  north  of  the  River  Ancre,  to  a 
point  just  north  of  the  Somme,  while 
the  French  attacked  on  both  sides  of 
the  Somme  and  southward  toward 
Roye.  Thus  the  Entente  Allies' 
armies  present  a  front  of  25  miles, 
with  the  'Brftifh  W  Hie'  left'  ToT  IS' 
miles  and  the  French  on  the  right  for 
ten. miles.  , 

Terrain  of  Battle    > 


The  region  of  this  supreme  contest 
is  one  favorable  for  military  opera- 
tions. It  virtually  is  all  within  the 
department  of  the  Somme,  which  is  a 
level  plateau  of  chalky  formation.  The 
righting  lines  extend  between  a  great 
number  of  small,  villages  which  are 
usually  devoted  to  textile  industries, 
while  the  outlying  agricultural  sec- 
tions are  level  fields,  chiefly  devoted 
to  beet  culture  for  the  extensive  sugar 
production  of  France. 

The  intense  bombardment  of  the 
last  four  days  was  the  signal  for  an 
advance  over  these  level  fields,  begin- 
ning at  7:30  o'clock  yesterday  morn- 
ing. The  Entente  artillery  then 
lengthened  its  range  so  as  tp  shut  off 
all  communication  between  the  first 
German  line  and  the  German  rear.' 
This  made  it  impossible  for  the  Ger- 
mans to  utilise  their  perfect  organiza- 
tion for  the  shifting  of  troops  and  for 
the  bringing  up  of  reinforcements.  It 
is  believed  by  French  military  observ- 
ers that  the  Germans  miscalculated 
the  intentions  of  the  Entente  Allies 
and  expected  the  attacks  further  to 
the  north. 

The  villages  which  the  French  cap- 
tured in  the  first  sap  include  Dom- 
pierre, Becquincourt.  Bussus  and  Fay, 
and  these,  and  the  towns  taken  by  the 
British— Montauban  and  Mametz— 
were  all  found  to  have  been  strongly 
fortified  by  the  Germans. 

The  Entente  Allies, .  profiting    by 


their  experience  in  the  war,  quickly 
threw  up  strong  earthworks  around 
the  villages  thus  taken,  in  order  to 
protect  them  against  counter-attacks. 
It' was  not  before  night,  however,  that 
the  Germans  were  able  to  deliver  any 
counter-attack.  This  was  centred 
against  the  French  position  on  the 
outskirts  of  .Hardecourt,  and  it  was 
repulsed  with  heavy  losses,  ending  in 
a  precipitate  route.         t 

Throughout  last  night  the  French 
continued  their  drive,  capturing  the 
village  of  Curlu,  of  which  they  already 
had  occupied  the  outskirts,  and  pro- 
gressing south  of  the  Somme  between 
Hardecourt  and  Assevillers. 

In  addition  to  the  military  successes, 
the  terrain  overrun  by  the  Entente 
Allies  troops,  has  an  exceptional 
strategic  importance.  Four  of  the 
towns  captured  by  the  French  are 
only  seven  miles  west  of  Peronne,  the 
chief  rail  highway  from  the  German 
centre  at  Cologne  to  the  German 
front  in  the  region  of  Noyon  and 
Soissons.  The  German  headquarters 
is  at  St.  Quentin,  25  miles  southeast 
of  Peronne.  Already  the  French 
threaten  Peronne  with  the  evident  in- 
tention of  cutting  the  trunk  railway 
there,  which  is  an  indispensable  ar- 
tery for  German  military  reinforce- 
ments. 

Artillery  Preparations 

The  speed  of  the  advance  of  the 
Entente  Allied  troops  is  taken  as 
showing  that  the  perfection  of  the  ar- 
tillery preparations  exceeded  any- 
thing yet  done  in  the  destruction  of 
field  works.  Infantrymen  of  the  Al- 
lied Armies  leaped  out  of  the  trenches 
at  the  word  of  command  with  cries  of 
joy,  with  cheers,  and  with  the  singing 
of  the  Marseillaise  and  Tipperary. 

The  concrete  sheltered  machine 
guns  that  had  stopped  the  French  in 
Artois  and  in  the  Champagne  had  all 
been  demolished  here,  and  it  was 
chiefly  man  against  man  with  rifles 
and  bayonets,  at  which  style  of  fight- 
ing the  officers  say  the  French  and 
British  both  showed  superiority,  rush- 
ing  over  the,  ground  with  such  rapid- 
ity that  in  an  hour  and  a  half  from 
the  time  the  first  order  was  given  the 
German  first  line  had  been  carried 
over  the  longest  part  of  the  25  miles 
ol  front.  . '  - 

Desperate  fighting  continues  around 
Verdun,  and  although  this  field  of  ac- 
tion is  separated  by  nearly  100  miles 
from  the  fighting  in  the  north,  Ver- 
dun   is   considered   part  of  the   vast 


military  plan  now  unfolding. 
Fighting  at  Verdun 

The  French  now  have  taken  the  ag- 
gressive at  Verdun,  today's  report 
showing  an  attack  on  Deadman's  Hill 
with  heavy  German  losses  and  the 
taking  of  prisoners  by  the  French. 
The  French  are  thus  keeping  the  Ger- 
mans fully  occupied  at  Verdun  and 
are  preventing  them  from  sending 
reinforcements  to  relieve  their  weak- 
ened line  in  the  north. 

On  .the  other  hand  the  Gentians 
pride  themselves  with  being  able  final- 
ly to  take  Verdun,  and  are  concen- 
trating their  chief  effort  in  the  south. 

The  French  public  and  the  press 
are  following  the  great  offensive  with 
intense  interest  but  without  excite- 
ment. Paris  maintains  the  same  calm 
as'  it  did  during  the  battle  of  the 
Marne,  and  accustomed  crowds  today 
filled  the  boulevards- 

A  correspondent  at  the  front,  in  de- 
scribing the  capture  of  Dompierre, 
says  the  soldiers  of  one  corps,  taking 
example  from  their  commander,  went 
into  the  battle  covered  with  flowers. 

"That,"  said  a  General,  pointing  to 
a  carnation  in  his  buttonhole,  "will 
fade  yonder  where  the  Germans  are 
now. 

The  correspondent  continues: 
Fortress  Stormed 

"Two  regiments  covered  them- 
selves with  glory  in  the  fight  for 
Dompierre,  which  had  been  trans- 
formed by  the  Germans  into  a  veri- 
table fortress.  In  the  face  of  a  fire 
from  the  machine  guns  that  had  sur- 
vived the  bombardment  intact,  they 
rushed  the  positions  with  such  impet- 
ousity  that  the  gunners  were  captured 
before  they  had  time  to  put  their 
quick-firers  int  action. 

"In  the  streets  of  the  ruined  vil- 
lage there  was  -further  hand-to-hand 
fighting.  Of  the  German  garrison  de- 
fending the  town  no  one  go  away. 
When  it  was  over  140  dead  lay  on  the 
ground.  The  survivors  were  prison- 
ers. 

"The  battle  flag  of  one  regiment, 
riddled  with  bullets,  was  carried  into 
the  village  at  the  head  of  the  first 
company.  » 

"Two  Scotch  regiments  in  the  re- 
gion north  of  the  river  Somme  went 
over  three  lines  of  German  trenches 
without  a  halt,  stopping  only  inside 
the  village  of  Montauban,  where  they 
put  several  hundred  Germans  to  the 
bayonet  and  took. prisoner  the  entire

BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE.  July  1  (delayed).— Ths  close 
of  the  first  day's  offensive  over  ths 
longest  front  the  Entente  Allies  have 
attempted,  and  the  most  extsnsive  ac- 
tion of  the  war  for  the  British,  finds 
both  the  BrltUm  and  French  consolida- 
ting their  gains.  South  of  the  Ancre 
River,  where  the  Infantry  swept  for- 
ward, Curlu  waa  captured  by  the 
French  and  Montauban  and  Mamets 
were  taken  by  the  British  with  almost 
unbroken  euocess,  though  against  heavy 
eurtalns  of  fire  and  delays  dne  to  stub- 
born resistance  at  some  points  and  par- 
ticularly for  the  Britlah  from  a  Ger- 
man trench  called  Dancing  Alley. 

Word  came  back  that  the  destruction 
by  artillery  of  the  first  line  trenchee 
was  complete,  and  that,  one  British  bat- 
talion occupied  It  with  the  -loss  of  a 
alngle  man. 

The  German*  in  their  defensive  tac-

The  Germans  In  large  force  fought 
fiercely  north  of  the  Ancre.

Ths  destruction  of  six  German  sau- 
sage-shaped observation  balloons  by 
British  airmen  early  in  the  week  evi- 
dently was  a  serious  loss,  as  none  has 
been  replaced.  It  was  noticeable  that 
the  British  aeroplanes  over  the  battle- 
fields greatly  outnumbered  the  Ger- 
man machines. 

Indignation  was  expressed  by  both 
British  and  French  staffs  oyer  the 
statement  that  a  British  air  raider  'o^r 
Lille  hal  bombed  the  Church  of  Saint 
Savour.  The  statement  is  branded  by 
officials  aa  a  He.  Lille,  It  waa  pointed 
out,  has  besn  within  reach  of  the  Bri- 
tish heavy  guns  for  a  year  without  a 
bombardment.  The  Entente  Allied  ma- 
chines bomb  only  railway  stations  and 
military  points  and  continue  to     do  so. 

North  of  the  Somme,  where  the 
French  and  British  armies  make  con- 
tact, various  points  of  tactical  value 
have  been  taken.  The  Allied  struggle 
la  to  extend  the  hold  ever  the  rolling 
plateau  from  three  to  five  hundred  feet 
high,  Which  stretches  around  Albert. 
At  Fricourt,  Contalmataon  and  Comma- 
court  the  Germans  made  a  desperate 
effort  to  defend  the  high  road  from 
Arras  to  Bapaume  and  Peronne,  which 
la  one  of  the  main  arterlea  of  the 
Western  operations. 

The  German  official  report  generally 
confirms  the  success  of  the  first  day's 
British  preparations,  admitting  the 
withdrawal  of  the  Germans  from  their 
first  line  trenches  and  the  abandon- 
ment of  heavy  material  therein. 


The  British  public  still  displays  ths 
same  autet  enthusiasm,  determination 
and  confidence,  fully  understanding  that 
no  great  drive  like  that  carried  out 
by  ,  the  Russian  commander.

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-  LONDON,  July  2— Fricourt,  a 
town  three  miles  east  of  Albert,  the 
scene  of  desperate  fighting  between 
the  British  and  Germans  since  the  Al- 
lied offensive  wee  begun  yesterday, 
has  been  captured  by  the  Britlah,  ac- 
cording to  an  official  statement  issued 
this  evening.        \ 

The  text  of  the  official  announce- 
ment, says: 

"Substantial  progress  has  been  mads 
in  the  vicinity  of  Fricourt,  which  was 
captured  by  us  at  2  p.m.  today. 

"Up  to  noon  today  some  800  more 
prisoners  had  been  taken  in  the  opera- 
tions between  the  Ancre  and  the 
Somme,  bringing  the  toal  up  to  3,500, 
including  those  captured  on  other 
parts  of  the  front  last  night.", 

A  further  report  tonight  from  Bri- 
tish general  headquarters  says: 

"Heavy  fighting  has  taken  place  to- 
day in  the  area  between  the  Ancre 
and  the  Somme,  especially  about  Fri- 
court and  La  Boiselle. 

"Fricourt    was    captured    by   our 
troops  about  2  p.m.  and  remains  in 
our   hands,   and   some   progress   has 
been  made  east  of  the  village. 
War  Material   Captured 

"In  the  neighborhood  of  La  Boiselle 
the  enemy  ia  offering  stubborn  resist- 
ance, but  our  troop*  are  making  satis- 
factory progress.  A  large  quantity  of 
war  material  has  fallen  into  our  hands, 
but  details  are  not  available." 

"On  either  aide  of  the  valley  of  the 
Ancre  the  situation  ia  unchanged.  The 
general  situation  may  be  regarded  as 
favorable.  Later  information  of  the 
enemy's  losses  shows  that  our  first  es- 
timates were  too  low. 

Yesterday  our  aeroplanes  were  very 
active  in  co-operation  with  our  attack 
north  of  the  Somme  end  afforded  as- 
sistance to  our  operations.  Numerous 
enemy  headquarters  and  railway  cen- 
tres were  attacked  with  bombs.

All  this  time  the  vessels  of  both

Out  of  sight, 
in  the  bowels  of  the  ships,  the  heroes 
of  "the  black  squad"  worked  unceas- 
ingly to  keep  the  huge  ships  plough;

It  was  la  these  sight  rassssiuJ  of 
sac  small  craft  agaiast  tba  large  that 


one  of  our  destroyers,  the  Onslaught, 
got  within  effective  range  of  a  Ger- 
man battleship  and  sent  her  to  the  bot- 
tom. 

In  view  of  the  statements  which  ars 
being  circulated  by  Germany  as  to  the 
number  of  ships  that  were  sunk,  it 
may  be  well  to  add  that  every  one  of 
our  veaaela  which  took  part  in  the 
battle  and  which  has  not  already  been 
officially  reported  lost  returned  safely 
to  port.  From  all  I  have  heard  I 
doubt  whether  the  same  could  be  truth- 
fully  said   of   the   German   Fleet.  • 


SIR  JOHN  JELL1C0E

Upon  the -shoulders  of  Sir  John  Jelll- 
coe  there  rests  a  responsibility  as  great 
as  has  ever  fallen  to  any  man.  We  have 
heard  little  of  him  In  the  Course  of  tlrt 
war,  but  behind  every  naval  movement 
and  every  success  of  the  navy  has  lain 
the  power  and  efficient  handling  of  the 
fleet  he  commands.  It  has  been  said  of 
him  that  he  la  the  "future  Nelson,"  Just 
as     Lord     Fisher  has  been     called     the 


body,  having  not  an  ounce  of  superflu- 
ous fat  upon  him,  lie  la  physically  fit  in 
%vtry  way,  for  he  holds  strongly  that 
the  aound  mind  goes  with  the  atrong 
body.  In  manner  there  is  la  him  a  cer- 
tain reticence  and  modesty  which  Mad 
no  counterpart  In  Nelaon.  But  Jellicoa's 
quiet  reserve  Instantly  gives,  place, 
'when  he  speaks,  to  lively  humor  and  ge- 
niality. The  alertness  of  his  Intelligence 
beams  out  of  his  eyes.  He  has  proved 
on  many  occasions  that  he  possesses 
high  qualltlea  of  reaolution,  courage, 
readineaa  to  act  and  fearlessness  of  re- 
sponsibility. He  Is  a  master  of  strategy 
and  a  wary  and  thoughtful  student  of 
tactics.  These  are  some  of  the  qualities' 
that  bring  him  near  to  Nelson,  and,  like 
Nelson,  he  has  a  passlonato  lovo  for  the 
service  and  an  Intimate  love  of  every 
branch  of  It,  both  material  and  personal. 
To  see  him  run  up  to  the  bridge  two 
etepa  at  a  time,  to  descend  with  him 
through  a  narrow  manhole  into  a  con- 
ning tower,  to  hear  him  speak  with  fer- 
vor of  the  methods  of  modern  gunnery 
or  the  lives  and  duties  of  seamen,  is  a 
revelation  of  the  qualities  of  the  man. 
Sparing  of  all  luxury,  setting  nothing 
between  himself  and  bis  duty,  winning, 
and  not  exacting,  the  beat  that  every 
officer  can  give  to  the  service,  he  la  a 
pattern  of  all  that  is  best  in  the  Navy.

lleoe.  "Whose  gun  Is  that?"  asked 
Fisher  long  ago  st  Whale  island,  when 
ho  witnessed  an  especially  line  bit  of 
gunnery.  It  was  Jelllcoe's,  and  from 
that  day  to  this  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  Grand  Fleet  has  bean  a 
marked  man  for  good  work,  and  after- 
wards command.  Fisher  and  Jelllcoe 
have  lived  and  labored  together.  Like 
the  late  Flrat  Sea  Lord,  Jelllcoe  be- 
lieves In  hitting  first,  hitting  hard  and 
going  on  hitting.  As  Director  of  Naval 
ordnance  he  did  a  giant's  work  in  de- 
veloping the  efficiency  of  modern  gun- 
nery methods.  His  plan  is  to  get  in 
the  first  blow.  "I'm  not  for  flghtln' 
lviry  glnt  for  the  pure  Joy  of  flghtln', 
but  when  you  do,  punch  him,  punch 
first  and  punch  him  frequent,"  says 
Mulvaney,  and  so  would  Sir  John  Jel- 
llcoe say. 

At  the  Admiralty  • 

Jelllcoe  has  lived  to  the  full  the 
life  of -the  service,  and  knows  every 
part  of  it.  He  hss  been  Fisher's  as- 
sistant at  the  Admiralty  In  former 
tlmea  As  Third  Sea  Lord  and  Con- 
troller he  vivified  all  that  concerned  the 
working  of  the  dockyards  and  private 
yards.  He  realized  the  importance  of 
making  liberal  financial  provlalon  to 
enable  work  to  be  done  well  and  quick- 
ly, and  in  a  period  of  remarkable  ac- 
tivity In  naval  development  he  played 
a  greaL"Snd  Important  part.  As  sec-' 
ond  Sea  Lord  he  was  in  hla  element, 
anaVat  a  critical  time,  when  the  whole 
^organization  for  officering-  and  manning 
the  fleet  waa  developing  and  changing, 
Jelllcoe  brought  forward  modifications 
of  the  system  from  which  we  are  now 
reaping  many  advantages  today. 

If  the  war  had  not  broken  out  .«,■!- 
Uvoe  would  have  gone  to  the  Admiral- 
ty aa  Flrat  Sea  Lord,  where  he  would 
have  had  practical  control  of  the  hand- 
ling of  the  whole  fleeta  as  strategist, 
and,'  In  a" measure,  as  tactician.  But 
afloat  he  has  shown  that  hs  Is  both. 
In  manoeuvres  a  few  years  ago  he 
hammered  the  enemy  ao  hard  that  op- 
erations which  were  to  have  lasted  three 
weeks  ended  In  three  days,  because  the 
end  had  been  reached.  Hla  quick  auo- 
cesa  In  landing  a  raiding  party  at  Im- 
mlngham,  under  the  nose  of  his  oppo- 
nent,   is    still    In    the   public    mind. 

Jelllcoe  waa  commander  of  the  Vic- 
toria when  shs  waa  rammed  and  aunk 
by  the  Camperdown,  but,  for  our  ad- 
vantage, he  was  saved.  He  hss 
risked  his  life  in  saving  and  attempt- 
ing to  save  the  lives  of  other  peopla 
He  wss  badly  wounded  In  the  Boxer 
Expedition.  Jelllcoe  Is  a  good  sports- 
man. He  haa  shown  hla  fitness  In  ths 
flsnnels  and  between  the  goalposts.  He 
will  pall  an  oar  with  moat  men.  He 
haa  alwaya  encouraged  the  Navy  In 
Ita  sports.  His  ships  and  squadron 
have  always  been  efficient  la  these 
things,  snd,  aa  In  the  serious  work  of 
the  profession,  he  has  been  a  great  In-  \  *n*  ?**••  Flooa 
splrer    of    men. 

When  the  history  of  the  long  watch 
of  the  Grand  Fleet  In  this  war  Is  writ- 
ten It  will  rival  In  vivid  Interest  tho 
long  watch  of  Nelson  off  Toulon  Hut 
a  Gulf  of  Lyons  gala  la  ao  mateh  for 
a  gale  la  the  North  Sea  In  Autumn 
rains  and  Winter  cold.  In  ley  btfssarde 
aad  driving  mists,  endangered  by  sub- 
marines, and  la  peril  of  mines,  wait- 
ing with  long  patience  for  "The  Day." 
the  Grand  Float  haa  baaa  tho  guard  of 
home  and  ISmplre.  What  end  u  renew 
haa  bora  required  no  man  eaa  aay. 
But  this  we  do  know,  tost  Mr  John 
Jelllcoe  has  bssa  too  Inspiring  force 
.la  all  this  irnassnasse  tleno— "floavtter 
la  Beads,  fart  Iter  la  re."

Victoria  Boy  on  Board  HiM.S. 
Southampton  Writes  of  His, 
Experiences  During  Jutland 
Battle — German  Fleet  Fled. 


Hawing  com*  through  without  a 
•cratch  th*  perils  Of  the  frulMt  naval 
battle  la  history,  Interesting  detail*  of 
his  ut»rUn«*i  In  the  great  Jutland 
fight  in  which  the  Brltlah  fleet  wortUd 
and  drove  back  to  port  the  German 
High  Seas  Squadron,  are  con t lamed  la 
a  letter  written  to  Mrs.  Roae  M.  L>oug- 
lae,  of  this  city,  by  her  22-year-old 
aaller  eon,  a  member  of  the  light 
cruiser  H.  M.  ■,  Southampton.  The 
letter  was  written  on  June  I,  nine  day* 
tfUr  the  terrific  engagement.  As  a 
narrative  of  the  personal  experiences 
of  one  who  had  s  part  In  ths  moment- 
OUS  engagement,  young  Douglaa'  letter 
la  at  peculiar  Intsrsat.     Hs  write*: 

Dear  Mother — We  have  been  through 
a  big  action  and  cot  asrioualy  maulsd, 
caaualtlsn  ■«•  Fortunately  for  me  I 
waa  shifted  ths  wssk  befoie  from  ths 
v  pngineer*  storss  and  ths  man  who 
r*lUy*d  as  had  his  head  blown  off 
and  tare  other*  in  ths  sams  place  lost 
their  leg*.  Ws  know  ths  night  before 
that  ths  German*  wsrs  coming  out. 
That  was  on  ths  SOth  Mar.  and  all 
through  that  night  and  ths  following 
day  w*  wore  steaming  full  .-peed  to 
msst  them.  After  covering  some  300 
or  **t  mile*  ws  sighted  them  in  full 
fores  about  J:i6  p.  m.  on  May  list 
Ws  (ths  Grand  Fleet  )  Immediately 
engaged  them,  and  finally  worksd 
around  thsm  until  w«  got  their  ships 
cut  off  from  thslr  own  coasts,  during 
Which  time  our  mine  layers  were  busy 
mining    thslr    entrance. 

About  1:10  p.  m.  ws  lost  ths  Queen 
Mary,  a  splendid  battle  cruiser  with 
i.2«o  man  aboard.  Only  about  half  a 
doaan  wsrs  saved.  After  that  tha  in- 
vincible and  tha  Indefatigable,  both 
«hips  of  the  asms  class,  with  about  ths 
same  number  of  man.  over  l.tOO  each, 
.and  only  two  or  three  aaved.  After 
that  wa  warmed  up  and  paid  them 
v.ack  with  Interest,  although  wo  wars 
fighting  two  to  one.  My  little  ship 
alone  accounted  for  two  of  their  beat, 
one  toeing  the  same  elaas  aa  the 
Heldlitr.  a  battle  cruiser.  Wa  torpedoed 
her  during  a  night  attack  previously. 
I  don't  want  to  aae  any  more  night  at- 
tacks. It  waa  awful.  In  the  dark  we 
got  within  800  yarda  of  thla  one.  Just 
think  of  it,  100  yards  with  modern 
guns,  and  her'a  were  11-Inch  against 
oar  C-Ineh  one*.  Well,  shs  gars  us  a 
broadside  which  nearly  pushed  us  over, 
being  only  a  light  cruiser;  thirteen  hits 
in  all  on  the  starboard  aide,  and  most 
of  them  wont  through  and  out  ths 
other  aide.  Then  wa  caught  Are  In 
three  places  and  had  to  put  rll  lights 
out  inside  aa  they  were  showing 
through  the  ahell  holes  find  making  us 
too .  conspicuous. 

1  was  with  the  (Ire  party  at  the 
time,  aaalsting  to  put  out  the  firs  by 
the  midship  ammunition  hoist.  There 
was  plenty  of.  ammunition  knocked 
about,  but  fortunately  none  of  it  ex- 
ploded or  we  ahouldn't  be  here  now. 
Then  when  the  other  Area  broke  out 
theae  devils  started  to  cheer,  because 
they  thought  we  were  finished.  But 
they  altered  their  tune  when  we  got 
one  of  our  .itarboard  torpedoes  home. 
There  was  a  terrific  explosion,  a  burst 
of  flames  and  then  silence;  we  had 
put  "paM"  to  their  bill.  That  action 
only  lasted  throe  and  one-half  min- 
ute*, but  it  seemed  hour*  In  tha  dark, 
and  up  to  then  we  had  Buffered  no 
casualties. 

Tha  worat  part  6t  the  bualneas  was 
afterward*,  groping  around  for  ths 
wounded,  terribly  mutilated,  seorehod 
and  blackened  from  ahsll  Are.  I  can 
hear  them  sow,  cursas  aad  prayers 
mingling  with  requests  for  mothers. 
It's  funny  how  a  chap  always  thinks 
of  his  mother  when  he'a  dying  or 
badly  wounded.  Some  of  the  poor 
devils  relied  themselvea  over  the  side 
because  their  wounds  wars  mo  awful. 
One  obap  who  jumped  overboard  un- 
injured was  picked  up  by  another  ship, 
raving  mad.  Never  again  do  I  want 
to  experience  such  an  awful  night. 
I've  bad  more  than  enough. 

"When  we  got  back  la  harbor  Ad. 
mlral  Beatty  cams  aboard  and-  made  a 
fin*  •pooch,  in  which  hs  aald  the  back- 
bone of  ths  German  navy  was  broken, 
and  I  believe  It  from  what  I  saw.  He 
alao  aald  ho  was  proud  of  his  light 
cruisers,  which,  when  thsy  found  the 
enemy  hung  onto  him,  did  their  duty 
right  up  to  the  hilt;  also  that  our  ship, 
the  Southampton,  had  distinguished 
itself.  At  the  time  it  looked  more 
likely  wa  lad  extinguished  ouraelvea; 
ao  when  the  full  reports  come  out  you 
will  see  us   mention**. 

'When  Jelllcoe's  battle  Sect  came  up 
the  Germans,  who  have  always  been 
boasting  abont  "The  Day,"  simply 
scattered  like  a  lot  of  chickens,  and, 
aa  Admiral  Beatty  put  It,  "fled  for  their 
ports,   utterly  demoralised."

SCENE  IN  THE   HAND-TO-HAND  FIGHTING  DURING  THE  BATTLE  OF  LOOS 
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How  Guns  Are  Worked 
In  the  Battleship  Turret 


The  following  article  givea  a  conciae 
description  of  a  gun  turret  in  a  bettle- 
ahlp: 

The  turret*  of  most  modern  ships  are 
entered  with  aome  difficulty  by  one  or 
two  routes,  either  by  a  hatch  ;.nd  a  step 
ladder  leading  down  from  the  roof  or 
by  a  trap  hatch  In  tne  floor  at  the  back 
of  the  turret,  whence  It  la  fairly  eaay  to 
reach  the  deck. 

The  turret's  Interior  is  a  cava  of  atssl 
In  which  ths  hugs  breaches  of  the  big 
suns  and  a  number  of  levera  and  dials 
are  the  moat  conspicuous  objects.  Gen- 
erally there  Will  be  cylinders  of  com- 
pressed air  etandlng  In  the  turret,  and 
there  may  alao  bo  a  number  of  enor- 
mous shells,  aome  yellow-painted,  whleh 
contain  lyddite,  the  high  axploalve  chief- 
ly employed  In  the  Royal  Navy. 

The  aides  of  the  turrota  in  the  newer 
ships  are  of  thirteen  and  a  half  inch 
hardened  steel  armor,  capable  of  keep- 
ing out  the  sheila  of  any  but  the  fifteen- 
Inch  gun  at  ordinary  battle  range,  which 
In  our  day  may  be  placed  at  1,000  to 
10,000  yarda  The  roof  of  the  turret  la 
three  or  four  inchea  thick,  sufficient  to 
resist  glancing  blowa.  The  floor  is  alao 
of  atrong  armor,  where  It  la  outalde  the 
armored  trunk,  which  runs  down  to  tha 
magaalne,  and  through  wiitcn  the  big 
projectiles  and  powder  are  brought  up 
to  the  guns.  In  many  turrets  there  ars 
little  armored  hoods  rising  above  the 
turret  roof  to  protect  the  sights  arid  the 
men  at  them;  a  periscope,  used  by  the 
officer  In  command,  alao  projects  from 
the  roof,  and  the  officer  has  a  small 
armored  hood  of  his  own.  An  object 
Which  Is  clearly  seen  In  the  older  battle- 
ships, hut  which  la  hidden  by  armor  In 
the  later,  veasela,  la  a  large  range-finder 
on  the  turret  roof. 

The  two  guna  are  manoeuvred  by  hy- 
draulic power,  with  an  alternative  hand- 
power  Instalment,  In  caae  the  hydraulic 
gear  breaks  down.  In  a  few  ships  elec- 
trical gear  Is  also  Installed.  At  -  the 
breech  of  each  gun  comes  up  a  large 
hoist,    which      brings    tha-     ammunition 

from  the  magaaine.  It  arrives  in  a  huge 
cage,  which  rises  with  a  craah,  and  con- 
tains In  the  upper  compartment  the 
bis  shell,  in  tne  two  lower  comport- 
menta  two  half-chargea  of  cordite.  Af- 
ter the  broach  block  has  been  unlocked 
and  awung  back  the  charges  are  driven 
Into  the  breech  of  the  gun  by  a  ram- 
mer, which  la  either  telescopic  or  of  ths 
chain  pattern  and  worked  hydraullcally. 
Darting  out  with  a  terrific  clatter,  It 
rushes  the  shell  into  the  gun,  and  then 
In  quick  succession  thrust*  in  ths  two 
half-charge*. 

The  breech  block,  weighing  three- 
quarters  of  a  ton,  swings  to  with  a 
craah,  and  the  gun  la  loaded.  The  am- 
munition cage  ha*  aunk  through  the 
floor  to  return  with  another  charge.  The 
whole  operation  of  loading  occupies, 
with  a  smart  gun  crew.  In  a  modern 
ship,  less   than   thirty  seconds. 

The  sights  for  both  guns  are  placed 
between  the  guna,  aad  are  of  great  deli- 
cacy. Full  detail*  of  the  fir*  control 
systsm  employed  ars  confidential,  but 
Certain  principles  may  be  stated.  To  hit 
the  enemy  at  long  range  It  la  essential 
to  know  where  the  enemy  Will  be  when 
the  projectile  haa  apent  a  certain  time 
In  covering  a  certain  distance  from  the 
gun.  The  hostile  ship's  course  has  thus 
to  be  ascertained,  as  well  as  th*  dis- 
tance Of  that  ship.  Allowance  haa  alao 
to  bo  made  for  any  change  In  th*  course 
of  tha  ship  from  which  tho  guaa  are 
firing,  for  the  wind,  and  for  any  va- 
garies In   the  ammunition. 

"la  ablp  after  ship  We  witnessed  gun 
drill,  and  never  have  I  soon  anything 
mora  stirring."  wrote  the  naval  corres- 
pondent of  The  Doily  Mall,  during  his 
recent  vlalt  to  the  Grand  gleet,  "in  on* 
Immense  turret  which  we  entered,  tha 
grill  went  with  lightning  spaed.  Tha 
roaring  of  order*,  tha  ohouted  rapltl- 
tlen.  the  crashing  of  tho  cagea  rising 
with  ammunition  from  tha  msgaaine  far 
below  .the  rattling  *f  tho  rammira,  the 
soughing  of  ths  hydraulic  gear,  tha  vio- 
lent hissing  of  th*  air  blast,  filled  th* 
metal  cavern  with  a  tumult  of  aolan  la 
Which  th*  discharge  of  Ita  monster  guns 
would  have  passed  almost  unaartced.  la 
tha  midst  of  all  thla  banging  aad  crash- 
ing a  marine,  who  manipulated  the  load- 
Bag  levers  of  a  flfrosa-lnch  gun,  aad  wb* 
bobbed  up  aad  down  aa  tha  bug*  weapon 


waa  elevated  or  depreaaed,  in  the  inter- 
ludes of  hla  own  momentous  part  In  the 
performance,  carried  on  with  perfect 
tact  and  great  abundance  of  knowledge 
a  dialogue  with  one  of  our  company  on 
the  subject  of  London  County  Council 
policy.

'.  Joeepb  Chamberlain1*  ******  of 
ptre  rederattea  Bee  ailed  by  Sug 
gesttoas  War  Haa  Booked 


At  a  time  When  so  much  Is  being 
written  on  the  subject  of  imperial 
Federation  and  so  many  suggestions 
are  being  made  as  to  the  beet  means 
to  employ  to  secure  Its  consummation 
the  ideal*  flrat  enunciated  by  the  late 
Mr.  Joseph  Chamberlain  are  of  peculiar 
intdrest.  Ons  of  the  pronouncements 
he  made  on  the  subject  wan  at  a  dinner 
given  to  celebrate  the  completion  of 
the  Natal  Railway.  It  waa  the  flrat 
public  occaalon  on  which  Mr.  chamber- 
lain appeared  In  hla  official  capacity  aa 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  and 
the  speech  was  made  In  reply  to  the 
toast  "Ths  Right  Hon.  Joseph  Cham- 
berlain, Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies,"  proposed  by  Sir  Charlea 
Tupper,  High  Commlaaioner  of  Canada 
The  speech  In  part  was  as  follows: 

"I  thank  you  sincerely  for  ths  hearty 
reception  you  have  given  to  this  toast 
I  appreciate  very  much  the  warmth  of 
your  welcome,  and  I  see  It  in  confirma- 
tion of  the  evidence  which  ia  afforded 
by  tho  cordial  and  graceful  telegram 
from  the  premier  of  Natal,  which  haa 
been  read  by  your  chairman,  and  by 
other  public  and  private  communica- 
tions that  I  have  received,  that  any 
roan  who  make*  it  hie  flrat  duty,  aa  I 
did,  to  draw  cloaer  the  different  por- 
tlonu  of  the  Brltlah  Empire  will  meet 
with  hearty  aympathy,  encouragement, 
and  support  I  thank  my  old  friend 
and  colleague.  Sir  Charlea  Tupper,  for 
the  kind  manner  in  which  he  haa 
apoken  of  me.  He  haa  aald  much,  no 
doubt,  that  tranacende  my.  merits,  but 
that  la  a  circumstance  so  unusual  in 
the  life  of  a  politician  that  I  do  not 
feel  it  In  my  heart  to  complain.  I  re- 
member that  Dr.  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes,  who  was  certainly  one  of  the 
most  genial  Americana  who  ever 
visited  theee  ahoree,  aald  that  when  he 
was  young  he  liked  his  praise  In  tea- 
spoonfuls,  that  when  ho  got  older  he 
preferred  it  In  tablespoonfuls,  and  that 
In  advancsd  years  he  waa  content  to 
receive  it  in  ladies.  I  confess  that  I 
am  arriving  at  the  period  when  I  eym* 
patblte  with  Dr.  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes.

brought  to  a  suocesoful  conclusion,  giv- 
ing once  more  a  proof  of  vigor  and 
the  resolution  whloh  baa  distinguished 
all  the  nations  that  have  sprung  from 
ths  parent  British  stock. 

"This  occasion  has  been  honored  by 
the  presence  of  the  representative*  of 
alstor  colonics,  who  are  here  to  offer 
word*  of  aympathy  and  encouragement, 
and,  in  view  of  the  representative 
character  of  the  gatherlag,  I  think,  per- 
hapa  I  may  bo  permitted,  especially  as 
this  la  ths  flrat  occaalon  upon  whleh 
I  have  publicly  appeared  In  my 
capacity  aa  Minister  of  ths  Colonies,  to 
offer  a  few  words  of  a  general  appli- 
cation. 

1  think  it  will  aot  bo  disputed  that 
w*  are  approaching  a  critical  state  In 
the  history  of  ths  relation  between  our- 
selves and  th*  self-governing  colonies. 
Wo  are  entering  upon  a  chapter  of  our 
colonial  history,  the  whole  of  which 
will  probably  be  written  In  the  next 
few  year*,  certainly  In  the  lifetime  of 
the  next  generation,  and  which  will  be 
on*  of  th*  moat  Important  la  our 
colonial  annals,  sines  upon  tha  event* 
and  policy  which  It  floacrlbtn  will  de- 
pend the  future  of  tho  British  Empire. 
That  empire,  gentlemen,  that  world- 
wide dominion  to  which  no  Englishman 
can  aliud*  without  a  thrill  of  oatbuel- 
a*m  aad  patriotlem,  whleh  haa  been  the 
admiration  aad  perhaps  th*  envy  M 
foreign  nations,  hangs  together  by  a 
thread  sa  slender  that  It  may  wall  eeem 
thst  even  a  breath  would  sever  It 


looked  forward  to  the  time  when  the 
vigoroua  communities  to  which  they 
rightly  entrusted  the  control  of  their 
own  destinies  would  grow  strong  and 
Independent,  would  assert  their  inde- 
pendence, and  would  claim  entire  sepa- 
ration from  the  parent  atom.  Ths  time 
to  which  they  look  forward  haa  arrived 
aooner  than  they  expected.  The  con- 
ditions to  which  they  refer  have  been 
more  than  fulfilled;  and  now  thess 
great  communities,  which  have  within 
them  every  element  of  national  life, 
have  taken  their  rank  amongat  the 
nations  of  ths  world;  and  I  do  not  sup- 
pose that  anyone  would  conelder  the 
Idea  of  compelling  them  to  remain 
within  the  empire  aa  within  the  region 
of  Intelligent  speculation.  Yet.  al- 
though, aa  I  have  said,  tha  time  has 
come,  and  the  conditions  have  been  ful- 
filled, the  results  which  these  statea- 
men  anticipated  have  not  followed. 
»  They  felt,  perhaps,  overwhelmed  by  the 
growing  burdens  of  the  vast  dominions 
of  the  British  Crown.  T/iey  may  well 
have  shrunk  from  the  responsibilities 
and  obligations  whleh  they  involved; 
and  ao  it  happened  that  some  of  them 
looked  forward  not  oSly  without  alarm, 
but  with  hopeful  expectation  to  a 
aeverance  of  the  union  which  now 
exists. 

"But  If  such  feelings  were  ever  en- 
tertained they  are  entertained  no 
longer.  As  the  possibility  of  separa- 
tion has  become  greater,  the  desire  for 
separation  has  become  less.  While  we 
on  our  part  are  prepared  to  take  our 
share  of  responsibility,  and  to  do  all 
that  may  fairly  be  expected  from  the 
Mother  Country,  and  while  we  should 
look  upon  a  separation  as  ths  greatest 
calamity  that  could  befall  us — our  fel- 
low-subjects on  their  part  aee  to  what 
a  great  Inheritance  they  have  come  hy 
mere  virtue  of  their  cltiserifchlp:  ana" 
they  must  fsel  that  no  aeparate  exist- 
ence, however  splendid,  could  compare 
with  that  which  they  'enjoy  equally 
With  ourselves  aa  Joint  heirs  of  all  the 
traditions  of  the  paat,  and  aa  partakers 
of  all  the  influence,  resources,  and 
power  of  the  Brltlah  Empire. 


CAPT.  JOHN  MITCHELL 


Former  Member  of  Provincial 
Forestry  Branch  Gains  Dis- 
tinction for  Conspicuous  Gal- 
lantry on  Battlefield. 


Capt.  John  Mitchell,  formerly  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Foreat  Service  of  British 
Columbia,  ,and,  Juat  prior  to  enlisting,, 
Dsputy  District  Forester  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Vancouver,  haa  been  awarded 
the  Military  Cross  aa  well  aa  the  pro- 
motion to  the  rank  of  captain,  because 
of  conspicuous  gallantry  and  devotion 
to  duty  at  the  front.  * 

Capt  Mitchell  la  the  aon  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Mitchell,  of  Devon  Row,  St. 
Johns,  Newfoundland.  Aa  a  Rhodes 
scholar  of  1908  at  Oxford  hs  made 
himself  known  as  a  brilliant  student. 
and  an  earneat  member  of  the  Kings 
Colonials,  a  cavalry  corps  which  In- 
cluded many  Rhodes  scholars.  Hs  also 
studied   In   the   Sohool  of  Forestry. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  war  he  tried 
to  enlist  In  a  Vancouver  Regiment,  but 
waa  rejected  on  physical  grounds.  He 
then  Joined  the  Army  Service  Corps 
and  crossed  to  England.  Shortly  after 
he  received  a  commission  In  a  battalion 
of  the  London  Poet  Rifles,  In  which  he 
received  hla  first  fighting  experience  in 
February  of  this   year. 

During  one  of  the  heavy  engagementa 
hla  regiment  faced  the  Prussian  Ouards 
In  a  storm  of  Are  which  waa  Indes- 
cribable. One  by  one  his  friends  wsrs 
struck  down  at  his  aide,  either  killed 
or  w,ounded.  In  a  letter  he  describes 
his  own  (icapt  as  miraculous.  For  40 
hour*  hs  remained  under  heavy  Are, 
with  practically  no  food,  sustained  only 
by  tho  excitement  of  th*  battle. 


Wide*  Patriotism

"Tho  Herman*  ars  In  a  stats  of  great 
anxiety,  and  have  not  recovered  from 
the  effects  of  the  bombardment.  They 
And  husky  Midlsnders  swiftly  clearing 
the  trenches.  The  Oxfordshire*  and 
th*  Buckinghamshire  regiments  mot  a 
superior  German  psrty  in  no  man's  land 
and  then  In  th*  trenches.  Unobserved 
th*mostv*s,  they  took  cover,  and  then 
flung  themselves,  with  wild  crlos,  upon 
tho  Germans,  slaying  or  capturing  moet 
of  th*  enemy. 

"The  Canadians  prepared  for  their 
onslaught  with  gaa  weapon*.  They  re- 
luctantly copied  th*  German*  In  thla. 
Many  of  tha  Teuton*  are  without 
masks,  and  were  found  suffocated  in

Clinging  to  a  raft  en  ths  oil-covered 
water  of  th*  Jutland  coast  and  with 
ths  great  fight  raging  around  them,  a 
Brltlah  lieutenant  and  a  number  of  •se- 
men, who  had  played  their  part  In  tha 

battle,  and  were  now  at  the  mercy  of 
fate,  aought  aokvee  In  th*  hymn  whleh 
comforted  the  victims  of  th*  Titanic  as 
they  paaaed  to  the  Great  Unknown. 

They  had  been  for  soms  hour*  amidat 
ths  horrors  of  tns  din  and  confusion  of 
the  terrific  conflict,  a  lack  of  food,  aad 
exposure  to  the  cold  and  w*t  had  re- 
duced them  to  a  atata  of  exhaustion. 

"Let  us  stag  something."  aald  the 
young  lieutenant,  aad  the  brave  men 
startsd  "Nearer  My  God  to  Thee,"  but, 
before  tbey  had  reached  tha  completion 
of  the  hymn,  their  weaknea*  aad  tha 
awfulneaa  of  everything  around  over- 
cam*  them,  and  they  had  to  atop.

The  story  Is  told   by  Charl**  Herbert 

Smith,  an  A.  B.,  who  waa  ono  of  tha 
survivors  from  the  destroyer  shark. 
Smith  was  landed  In  Hull  with  five 
other  men.  He  haa  furnished  soms  ad- 
ditional particulars  of  tho  game  fight 
of  the  Shark  and  the  great  gallantry  of 
her  chief,  Commander  L.  W.  Jonoa 

The  Shark  waa  ono  of  the  first  Brit- 
ish vsaaels  td  draw  the  Are  of  th*  Ger- 
man fleet. 

"It  was  not  long."  aald  Smith,  "be- 
fore wa  drew  the  Are  from  the  long  Una 
of  Oerman  ships  who**  smoke  roe*  on 
the  horlson.  In  n  f*w  minutes  th*  fir* 
had  become  inten**,  and  our  veaael 
shivered  and  shaok  as  *h*n*  exploded 
around  us.  Many  shells  foil  short,  but 
eventually  the  Germans  got  ths  range 
of  us.  and,  after  about  ten  minutes, 
ons  shsll  took  our  propeller  and  dam- 
aged our  steering  gear,  and  another 
penetrated  aur  oil  tank.  Being  out  of 
control  and  the  centre  of  ouch  a  heavy 
fire  we  were  In  n  precarious  condition, 
but  our  commander,  cheered  ua  and  aald 
we  were  all  right. 

"The  dead  were  lying  about  th*  deck 
and  moat  of  the  gun*  had  been  put  out 
of  action.  Then  tho  ahell*  burst  right 
over  us,  and  when  the  smoks  cleared 
away  I  aaw  Commander  Jonea  and  two 
men .  fighting  our  only  remaining  gun. 
So  far  Commander  Jonoa  had  **cap*d 
Injury.  He  wa*  attll  cheering  the  men 
and,  by  working  th*  laat  gun,  ha  drove 
off  two  destroyers  that  wsrs  heading 
for  us. 

"Than  another  ahsll  cams  and  a  frag- 
ment, striking  ths  commander  on  tho 
leg,  severed  the  limb.  He  remained  at 
the  gun  until  a  torpedo  struck  ua  and 
w*  went  down  hy  the  atern  with  our 
flag  still  flying.  I  slid  down  the  deck, 
and  th*  neat  tiling  I  remember  waa 
striking  out  and  swallowing  mouthfula 
of  oily  water.  A  raft  waa  floating  by, 
and  I  and  others,  Including  a  lieuten- 
ant, got  on  It  We  were  on  the  raft 
for  several  hours.  Wa  saw  the  Oerman 
fleet  pass  ua,  and  than  tha  tide  carried 
us   out   Of   the    battle    line. 

"The  enemy's  ships  paaa*d  .ua  aa  If 
thsy    were    pressing    tha    British      fleet 
back,  but  Admiral  Beatty  "a  veaaela  sue-  . 
ceeded,   before   the  arrival  of  the   mala 
fleet,  in  sending  ths  German*  back. 

"I  can  recollect  being  an  th*  raft,  aad 
then  nothing  more  until  I  woke  up  In 
the  hunk  of  a  steamer.  I  tnu*t  bar* 
been  washed  off  tho  raft,  aa  th*  m*a 
of  th*  stsamsr,  tha  Vldar,  whleh  had 
reacued  me,  told  mo  that  they  took  mo 
out  of  the  water.  My  laat  recollection 
la  of  someone  calling  mo  Charlie.  It 
gradually  dawned  on  m*  that  I  waa  on 
a  ateamer.  Than  cant*  th*  recollection 
of  the  battle,  followed  by  the  moment-  ' 
ary  thought  that  I  had  booa  taken 
prisoner  and  waa  oa  my  way  ta  Oar- 
many,  hut  tha  depression  aaaoad  hy 
that  quickly  gav*  place  to  a  feallag  of 
elation  when  I  realised  where  I  was 
and  found  that  we  were  bound  for  my 
native    town."

BERI4N.  July1  *.— la  the  great  Anglo- 
French  offensive  begun  yesterday  along 
•  front  of  J»  miles  to  the  north  and 
south  of  tho  rlvor  Sommt,  too  Oirniit 
official  statement  Issued  today  saye  tho 
Entente  Allied  troop*  ware  ■uoeoMful 
Id  penetrating  the  German  flret  llao 
trenches  at  several   point*. 

Tho  German  dlvlalon  defending  thoao 
trancbaa,  it  la  added,  had  to  bo  with* 
drawn   to  other  prepared  positions". 

From    Oommocourt    to    La    Botes!!*, 
.  tho  British  and  K  ranch  auatalned   v*ry 
heavy  losses  and  obtained  no  advantage 
worth   mentioning. 

The  tost  of  tho  German  etatameot 
follow*: 

■  Weetern  theatre—  The  groat  Brltiah 
and  French  offensive  massed  In  attack, 
which  had  boon  extenalvely  proparod 
for  many  month*  peat,  began  yesterday 
after  strong  artillery  and  gas  prepara- 
tion* over  a  front  of  twenty-five  miles 
on  both  sldas  of  the  River  Somme  and 
likewise  the  Ancre  Brook. 

"Around  Oommocourt  to  tho  region  of 
La  Botselle  the  enemy  obtained  no  ad* 
vantages  worthy  of   mention.     He  sus- 
tained, howsver,  very  heavy  losses. 
Able   to   Advance 

"On  the  other  hand,  he  wss  success- 
ful  In  penetrating 'at  several  points  the 
first  line  trenches  of  our  division  In  the 
region  abutting  both  banks  of  the 
Homme,  and  was  abls  to  advance.  This 
division  had  to  be  withdrawn  from  the 
heavily  shelled  first  line  trenches  into 
the  position  arranged  for  checking  an 
advance  from  th»  Brat  ta  the  second 
lines.  The  material  in  the  first  trsnehes 
/Which  was  immovable  and  which  had 
been  rendered  useless  as  Is  customary 
In  such  oasss,  was  lost. 

"In  connection  with  these  extensive 
operations  there  were  many  artillery 
actlona  and  numerous  minor  attacks  on 
the  adjoining  front  to  the  west  and 
southeast  of  Tahure,  They  were  every- 
where unsuccessful, 

''On  the  left  bank  of  the  Mouse,  at 
Hill  304,  French  trench  seotlons  were 
captured  and  a  French  hand  grenade 
attack  was  repulsed. 

"To  the  east  of  the  Mouse,  tho  enemy, 
with  the  aid  of  strong  reinforcement)* 
repeated  his  attacks  many  times  yes- 
terday and  thla  morning  at  Frotda  Torre 
Hill,  and  especially  against  the  fortified 
work  of  Thlaumont,  but  was  compelled 
by  our  curtain  of  fire  to  retire. 
'  "The  enemy's  air  service  displayed 
great  activity.  Our  squadrons  gave 
battle  at  various  points  and  Inflicted 
upon  him  heavy  losses.  For  instance, 
in  the  region  of  the  front  attacked  and 
In  that  of  the  Mouse,  fifteen  enemy 
aeroplanes  were  shot  down,  eight  Eng- 
lish and  three  French  machines  falling 
within  our  lines.  Lieut.  Baron  von  Al- 
thaua  put  out  of  action  his  seventh  op- 
ponent. We  lost  no  aeroplanes,  but 
some  pilots  or  observers  were  wounded. 
Bastern  Trout 

"Eastern  theatre — Army  pf  General 
von  Llnslngen — The  attack  is  going 
forward.  The  number  of  prisoners  has 
been  Increased  by  ssven  officers  and 
1440  men.  At  various  points  enemy 
counter-attacks  were  easily  repulsed. 

"Army  of  General  Bothmar — German 
and  Austro-Hungarlan  troops  stormed 
the  hill  of  Vorobljowka,  a  height  a|uth- 
west  of  Tarnopol.  which  recently  had 
been  occupied  by  the  Russians,  and 
took  from  the  enemy  seven  of^cers  and 
S9J  men.  Seven  machine  guns  and  two 
mine  throwers  were  captured."

fitill  Attacking  Wear  Verdun 

Notwithstanding  the  terrific  offensive 
against  them  in  the  Somme  river  region,

have  launched  Infantry  attacks  against 
the  French  trenches.  While  Berlin  de- 
clares that  tho  French  attacks  against 
the  famous  Thlaumont  work  were  re- 
pulsed by  curtains  of  Are,  tho  French 
War  Office  announces  that  this  strat- 
egic position  had  been  re-captured.

AUSTRIAN  POSITIONS 

ARE  TAKEN  BY  STORM 


Russians  in  Their  Offensive  in  Galicia  Push  West- 
wards From  Kolomea,  Gaining  Ground  After  In- 
tense Fighting— Desperate  Efforts  of  Germans 
to  Assume  Offensive  Are  Repulsed. 


PETROGRAD,  July  2.  —  General 
Letchltsky's  army,  after  Intense  light- 
ing, has  taken  by  storm  the  Austrian 
positions  <  in  .  the  region  west  of  Kolo- 
mea, In  Gallcla,  aays  the  Russian  war 
statement  Issued  today.  The  state- 
msnt  adds  that  up  to  the  present  2,000 
prisoners  have  been  taken  in  thla  sec- 
tor. 

The  text  of  the  statement  follows: 

"In  ths  region  west  of  Kolomea  the 
army  of  General  Letchltsky,  after  in- 
tense fighting,  took  by  storm  the  enemy 
positions.  Up  to  the  present  we  have 
taken  2,000  prisoners  from  the  fresh 
troops  brought  to  this  region.  The 
greater   number   were   Intoxicated. 

"In  Volhynla  the  enemy  continues  to 
make  desperate  attacks.  The  offensive 
of  the  Germans  between  the  River 
Styr  and  the  Stokhod.  In  the  region  of 
the  villages  of  Koptcb'e  and  Zobary,  was 
repulsed. 

Bnemy  Pat  to  Plight 

."A  series  of  fresh  enemy  attacks 
southwest  of  Kiselin-Subilno-Kochev 
were    repulsed.      The    enemy's    columns 


were  put  to  flight  with  heavy  losses. 
The  fugitives  have  been  destroyed  in 
masses,  but,  reinforced  by  reserves,  the 
enemy  is  making  fresh  attacks  which  so 
far  have  been  repulsed. 

"Caucasus  front — Bast  of  Plantana 
we  captured,  by  a  brilliant  attack,  a 
chain  of  mountains  which  had  been 
fortified  by  the  Turks.  The  enemy  was 
repulsed  beyond  the  River  Samsoon 
Darassl.  They  left  behind  many 
corpses. 

"In  the  direction  of  Gumlschlor  an 
attempt  by  the  Turks'  to  advance  to  the 
northwest  was  repulsed  and  the  enemy 
driven  back  to  his  trenches.  In  the 
direction  of  Balburt  our  advance  guardn 
took  the  Turks  In  the  rear  during  the 
night  on  a  height  In  the  region  of  Var- 
tanls.  In  a  bayonet  attaok  our  soldiers 
hurled  the  Turks  from  the  top  of  a 
mountain  down  a  precipice  and  returned 
safely   to  their   trenches. 

"In  the  direction  of  Baghdad,  in  the 
Korlnd  region,  pressure  by  important 
enemy  forces  continues."

PARI8,  July  1. — The  correspondent  of 
La  Llberte  at  the  British  front,  in  a  de- 
layed dispatch,  says: 

'The  Intensity  of  the  Brltsh  artillery 
at  certain  points  Is  frightful.  Shell 
follows  shell  at  only  a  few  seconds  in- 
terval. The4  efilcicacy  of  the  fire  haa 
been  noted  by  reconnoiterlng  parties*. 
Not  only  first  line  trenches  have  boon 
wrecked  over  a  considerable  area,  and 
some  of  them  entirely  straightened  over, 
but  the  second  and  third  line  defences 
have  come  under  the  British  fife  Two 
munition  depots  five  miles  In  the  rear 


have  been  blown  up.  Prisoners  brought 
back  by  the  British  appear  to  be 
stunned." 

The  correspondent,  after  highly  prais- 
ing the  British  trench  raiders  and  the 
general  superiority  of  the  army,  adds: 

"Ths  British  flying  corps  lately  has 
been  very  successful.  Time  and  again 
German  aircraft  have  attempted  to  cross 
the  Allies'  lines  to  spy  out  preparations, 
and  each  time  have  had  to  retreat.  Since 
the  beginning  of  the  week  our  aircraft 
have  destroyed  Ave  German  aeroplanes." 

Major.  Moraht.  the  German  military 
critic  commenting  In  a  recent  Issue  of 
The  Berlin  Tageblatt  on  the  British  ac- 
tivity In  Flanders  and  northern  France, 
aays: 

"We  believe  that  when  the  English 
really  make  up  their  minds  to  undertake 
a  great  strategical  offensive,  tho  end  of 
the  British  army  will  certainly  be  In 
alght.  We  do  not  wlah  to  underrate  the 
-seriousness  of  such  a  fight.  Neither,  on 
the  other  hand,  do  we  want  to  allow  the 
British  to  frighten  us.  The  British 
army  has  not,  and  never  will  have,  the 
operative  strength  to  drive  us  out  of 
Northern  France  and  Belgium."

WASHINGTON.  July  2.— Sunday 
brought  no  Important  developmenta 
here  In  the  Mexican  crisis.

Carranza's  reply  to  the  American  de- 
mands, awaited  by  President  Wilson 
with  some  impatience,  might  be  ex- 
pected. There  seemed  little  probabil- 
ity that  the  Washington  Government 
would  consider  further  action  until 
late  in   the  week. 

The  House  will  not  reassemble  until 
Wednesday,  having  adjourned  over  the 
Fourth  of  July.  While  the  administra- 
tion could  take  any  necessary  defen- 
sive steps  in  the  event  that  General 
Pershing's  columns  would  be  attacked, 
no  aggressive  movement  would  be  un- 
dertaken until  after  President  Wilson 
had  advlaed  Congress  of  his  purpose 
and  definite  authority  had-been  granted. 

Officials  profess  complete  Ignorance 
as  to  the  time  President  Wilson  is 
willing  to  wait  for  General  Carransa's 
reply,  saying  whether  he  desires  the 
United  States  Government  to  consider 
that  he  has  assumed  deliberately  a 
hostile  attitude  towards  the  American 
troops  in  Mexico.  Although  an  Im- 
mediate break  was  averted  by  the  re- 
lease of  the  troopers  captured  at  Car- 
rizal,  in  prompt  compliance  with  one  of 
the  demands  made  upon  the  de  facto 
Government  Just  a  week  ago  today,  of- 
ficials view  the  formal  avowal  of  the 
purpose  demanded  of  Genersl  Carransa 
of  Immediate   importance  also.
